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On  three  things  the  world  rests, 

on  Torah,  on  Prayer  and  on  Acts  of  Loving  Kindness 


A  spiritual  vibration  is  e-mailed  throughout 
the  universe,  all  the  way  to  God's  inbox. 


Each  generation  of  Jews  seeks  to  make 
Judaism  its  own  by  “summing  it 
up,”  and  by  trying  to  discern  the 
underlying  reasons  for  the  mitzvah, 
either  individually  or  collectively. 

So  the  Prophet  Micah  maintains  that  all  we 
have  to  do  is  “do  justice,  love  mercy,  and  walk 
humbly  with  your  God.”  Hillel’s  summation  is 
“That  which  is  hateful  to  you,  don't  do  to  anyone 
else,”  and  Rabbi  Akiva,  quoting  the  Torah,  said, 

“Love  your  neighbor  as  yourself.”  But  not  for  one 
minute  does  anyone  believe  that  these  three  giants 
of  our  past,  each  one  emphasizing  the  ethical, 
eschewed  ritual  observance! 

And  that  leads  to  the  second  enterprise,  trying  to  explain/ratio- 
nalize/justify  the  commandments.  Those  “answers”  range  from: 
their  purpose  is  “to  purify  God’s  creatures”  to  “just  do  it”  (i.e.  there 
is  no  reason — there  needs  to  be  no  reason — God’s  commanding 
voice  is  all  we  need). 

In  the  more  recent  past,  there  is  this  story  from  the  lore  of  the 
Conservative  Movement: 

Serge  Koussevitsky,  the  conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony, 
had  been  born  a  Jew  in  Russia,  but  to  enter  the  Conservatory  he 
was  required  to  accept  Russian  Orthodoxy.  Late  in  life,  through 
Hannah  Arendt,  he  became  interested  in  learning  about  the  heritage 
he  had  abandoned  as  a  child. 

Dr.  Arendt  arranged  for  an  invitation  to  dinner  with  the 
Seminary’s  late  Chancellor,  Dr.  Louis  Finkelstein.  Before  sitting 
down  to  eat,  Dr.  Koussevitzky  observed  that  Rabbi  Finkelstein 
meticulously  washed  his  hands,  dried  them  and  recited  a  blessing; 
without  speaking  he  took  a  piece  of  bread,  recited  another  blessing 
and  then  having  broken  bread,  continued  with  the  conversation. 

Fhe  conductor  then  asked  (since  whatever  religious  training 
he  had  had  did  not  familiarize  him  with  the  concept  of  rituals  in 
the  home)  why  Finkelstein  insisted  on  performing  these  seemingly 
archaic  practices  (related  to  purity,  not  cleanliness)  as  well  as  the 
laws  of  Kashrut  in  the  contemporary  world. 

“Dr.  Koussevitzky,”  Finkelstein  asked,  “if  I  asked  you  to  play  a 
piece  of  music  but  to  leave  out  some  notes,  would  you  be  willing  to 
do  so?”  “Of  course  not,”  came  the  reply,  “that  would  ruin  the  whole 
thing.  The  musician  has  to  be  faithful  to  the  composer.”  Just  so, 
was  Finkelstein’s  response:  he  too  could  not  leave  out  notes  from  the 
work  of  Fhe  Composer.  “That  too,  would  ruin  the  whole  thing.” 


And  updating  this  message  for  the  digital  age: 


Dear  Rabbi, 

Why  does  the  Jewish  religion  seem  to  ob¬ 
sess  over  insignificant  details?  How  much  mat¬ 
zah  do  we  have  to  eat,  which  spoon  do  I  use 
for  milk  and  which  for  meat?  It  seems  to  me 
that  this  misses  the  bigger  picture  by  focusing 
on  minutiae.  Doesn’t  all  this  nitpicking  destroy 
spirituality? 

(I  actually  already  sent  you  this  question 
over  a  week  ago  and  didn't  receive  a  reply 
Could  it  be  that  you  have  finally  been  asked  a 
question  that  you  can't  answer?!)

Dear  (Anonymous), 

I  never  claimed  to  have  all  the  answers.  There  are  many 
questions  that  are  beyond  me.  But  it  so  happens  that  I  did  an¬ 
swer  your  question,  and  you  did  get  the  answer.  I  sent  a  reply 
immediately.  The  fact  that  you  didn't  receive  it  is  itself  the  an¬ 
swer  to  your  question. 

You  see,  I  sent  you  a  reply,  but  I  wrote  your  e-mail  address 
leaving  out  the  before  the  “com"  I  figured  that  you  should 
still  receive  the  e-mail,  because  after  all,  it  is  only  one  little  dot 
missing.  I  mean  come  on,  it's  not  as  if  I  wrote  the  wrong  name 
or  something  drastic  like  that!  Would  anyone  be  so  nitpicky  as 
to  differentiate  between  “yahoocom"  and  “yahoo.com”?  Isn't  it 
a  bit  ridiculous  that  you  didn't  get  my  e-mail  just  because  of  a 
little  dot? 

No,  it's  not  ridiculous,  because  the  dot  is  not  just  a  dot.  It  rep¬ 
resents  something.  That  dot  has  meaning  far  beyond  the  pixels 
on  the  screen  that  form  it.  To  me  it  may  seem  insignificant,  but 
that  is  simply  due  to  my  ignorance  of  the  ways  of  the  web.  All  I 
know  is  that  with  the  dot,  the  message  gets  to  the  right  destina¬ 
tion;  without  it,  the  message  is  sent  into  oblivion. 

Jewish  practices  have  infinite  depth.  Each  nuance  and  detail 
contains  a  world  of  symbolism.  And  every  dot  counts.  When 
they  are  performed  with  precision,  a  spiritual  vibration  is 
e-mailed  throughout  the  universe,  all  the  way  to  God's  inbox. 

If  you  want  to  understand  the  symbolism  of  the  dot,  study  I.T. 
If  you  want  to  understand  the  symbolism  of  Judaism,  study  it. 

God  is  in  the  details.  Sanctified  living  is  in  the  details. 
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The  gift  you  make  touches  all  generations 
and  impacts  the  future  of  your  people.

We  are  a  community  of  people  from  1  day  old  to  105  years 
old  and  the  gift  you  make  touches  all  generations  and  impacts  the 
future  of  your  people.

During  Simchat  Torah,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  instituted 
a  tradition  of  honoring  two  members  who  have  made  significant 
contributions  to  the  life  of  our  synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish 
community.  In  accordance,  at  this  year’s  Simchat  Torah  service,  we 
will  honor  and  call  to  the  Torah  two  very  special  congregants:  Barry 
Bryer  and  Susan  Edelstein. 

In  a  congregation  enriched  with  broad  active  participation, 
the  choice  of  chatan  B’reishit — Simchat  Torah  honorees — 
has  to  be  difficult.

He  said  that  it  was  his  wife’s  observant 
family  that,  "brought  her  to  the  point  that  when  they  married  she 
brought  him  to  be  more  observant  and  involved  in  synagogue  life, 
and  that  together,  they  have  brought  their  four  sons  to  live  active 
Jewish  lives  as  well... a  true  generational  cycle." 

He  and  his  wife,  Meryl  Wiener,  have  been  members  since 
their  children  were  very  young  and  enrolled  in  ECC.  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  soon  became  a  vital  part  of  the  Bryer  family’s  lives.  Barry 
values  the  fact  that  P.A.S.  encourages  family  participation  and  that 
there  are  so  many  opportunities  for  the  family  to  be  active  together 
and  as  individuals,  with  men  and  women  equally  involved  and 
respected. 

Barry,  an  attorney  who  specializes  in  corporate  governance  and 
mergers  and  acquisitions,  has  served  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  as  an 
officer,  board  member  and  is  an  Honorary  Trustee.

P.A.S.  Timeline: 

Selections  from  our  Archives 

Through  January  2008 

This  very  special  exhibition  includes  a  timeline  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  history,  juxtaposing  P.A.S.  milestones  with  contemporary 
events  in  Jewish  history,  as  well  as  significant  events  in  NYC, 
American,  and  world  history.  The  exhibit  cases  feature  significant 
artifacts  from  the  P.A.S.  Archives  collection.  The  Exhibition 
Committee,  chaired  by  Jean  Bloch  Rosensaft,  working  closely  with 
Archives  Co-Chairs  Laurie  Harris  and  Marcia  Stone,  has  been 
collecting  and  organizing  this  material  for  over  a  year.  The  show 
begins  with  the  history  of  the  founding  congregations,  and  then 
surveys  the  decades  from  the  1920s  through  the  125th  Anniversary 
year.  The  display  of  documents,  photographs,  and  artifacts  will 
illuminate  the  sequential  development  of  the  synagogues’  three 
structures  and  the  role  of  contemporary  art  commissions  for  the 
Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows  and  Nathan  Rapoport 
faqade  sculptures.  The  exhibition  highlights  the  generations 
of  clergy  who  have  led  our  synagogue  with  commitment  and 
vision  and  their  distinguished  contributions  to  P.A.S.,  the  Jewish 
community,  and  world  history.  It  features  the  special  role  that  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  has  played  in  the  renaissance  of  Jewish  music 
through  the  commissioning  of  liturgical  music  from  the  1940s  to 
the  present.

Park  Avenue  Synagogue's  Musical  History: 

The  Spirit  of  Our  Souls

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  a  long  and 
illustrious  history  in  the  world  of  Jewish 
liturgical  music.  Much  of  this  article  is 
drawn  from  the  prolific  writings  of  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz  about  the  glorious  history 
of  our  synagogue’s  music.  Its  legacy  dates 
back  to  the  cantorial  leadership  of  Abraham 
Sukoenig,  who  served  the  congregation 
from  1914  to  1932.  He  was  a  student  of 
Eduard  Birnbaum,  the  distinguished  chief 
cantor  of  the  Great  Synagogue  of  Koenigs- 
berg  in  Prussia.  An  article  about  Jewish 
music  written  in  the  “American  Hebrew”  by 
Lazar  Saminsky,  music  director  of  Temple 
Emanu-El,  said:  “There  are  indeed  compe¬ 
tent  and  enthusiastic  Jewish  musicians  who 
love  Jewish  music  and  do  not  consider  it  a 
myth,  either.  Foremost  among  them  I  would 
mention  Cantor  Abraham  Sukoenig  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue.”  Indeed,  Jacob 
Friedman,  Jr.,  President  of  our  congregation 
during  that  time,  gave  Cantor  Sukoenig’s 
special  musical  services  credit  for  contrib¬ 
uting  to  the  growth  of  the  Synagogue’s 
membership. 

Cantor  David  Putterman  served  our 
congregation  from  1933  until  1976  and 
made  many  significant  contributions  to 
the  world  of  American  Conservative  Jewish 
music.  In  1943,  he  inaugurated  the  Annual 
Sabbath  Evening  Liturgical  Music  Service 
of  New  Music.  Hoping  to  inspire  talented 
composers,  many  of  whom  were  refugees,  he 
commissioned  outstanding  contemporary 
composers  in  an  effort  to  also  modernize 
American  cantorial  and  choral  music.  More 
than  70  composers  contributed  music  for 
the  32  special  services  under  Hazzan  Putter- 
man’s  leadership.  Cantor  Putterman  com¬ 
missioned  Leonard  Bernstein  to  compose  a 
new  rendition  of  Hashkivenu.  It  premiered 
at  the  Third  Annual  Liturgical  Music  Ser¬ 
vice  in  May  of  1945.  The  following  year, 
the  cantor  invited  Kurt  Weill  to  compose 
music  for  the  Fourth  Annual  Music  Service. 
Mr.  Weill  responded  a  few  weeks  later  by 
completing  a  “blues”  Kiddush  which  he 


dedicated  to  his  father,  who  had  been  a  can¬ 
tor  in  Germany.  This  piece  was  an  instant 
hit  and  became  the  most  famous  of  Hazzan 
Putterman’s  commissions.  In  1948,  to  honor 
the  creation  of  the  State  of  Israel,  the  P.A.S. 
Annual  New  Music  Service  was  entitled 
“Faith  of  Israel  and  Zion’s  Dream.”  The 
following  year,  Cantor  Putterman  commis¬ 
sioned  Israeli  composers  to  write  new  pieces 
for  the  first  anniversary  celebration. 

Cantor  Putterman’s  contributions  also 
reached  outside  of  the  synagogue,  to  the 
structure  of  the  Conservative  cantorial 
world.  In  1923,  he  was  the  first  cantor 
to  broadcast  a  religious  service  on  a  coast- 
to-  coast  program.  He  helped  develop 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary’s  weekly 
radio  program,  “The  Eternal  Light”  and 
performed  on  it  for  several  years.  In  1948, 
Cantor  Putterman  was  among  founders 
of  the  Cantors  Assembly  and  in  1951,  his 
dream  was  realized  with  the  establishment 
of  the  Cantors  Institute  and  College  of 
Music  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary. 
On  May  4,  1973,  in  celebration  ol  his 
40th  anniversary,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
presented  Hazzan  Putterman  with  a  citation 
recognizing  “his  many  contributions  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  American  Jewish  Cultural 
Heritage.  His  high  standards  and  ideals  in 
the  development,  refinement,  and  creation 
of  Synagogue  music  have  elevated  the  status 
of  the  Hazzan  in  our  country...” 

Isador  Geller  served  under  David  Nowa- 
kowsky  who  was  the  choirmaster  of  the 
Brody  Synagogue  in  Odessa  for  52  years, 
during  one  ol  the  greatest  periods  of  devel¬ 
opment  in  the  history  of  Jewish  music.  He 
came  to  the  United  States  about  1915  and 
to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  as  organist  and 
choirmaster,  and  worked  with  both  Can¬ 
tors  Sukoenig  and  Putterman.  He  remained 
until  his  death  in  1952. 

There  were  other  noted  organists,  choir¬ 
masters  and  composers  who  had  ongoing 
relationships  with  the  Synagogue.  They 
included  Zavel  Zilberts  and  Max  Helfman 


who  were  closely  identified  with  Cantor 
Putterman’s  work.  Both  were  great  compos¬ 
ers  who  contributed  music  to  P.A.S.  as  well 
as  having  conducted  special  services  here. 
George  Crook  served  the  congregation  as 
organist  beginning  in  1952  for  13  years.  He 
composed  new  arrangements  and  recopied 
almost  all  of  the  congregation’s  musical 
repertory. 

Neil  Robinson  succeeded  George  Crook 
upon  his  retirement  in  1965  and  is  still 
working  with  us  after  more  than  40  years. 
Upon  Neil’s  arrival  at  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  Hazzan  Putterman  guided  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  Jewish  liturgy  and  ritual  and  the 
nuances  of  the  Hazzanut.  Neil’s  abilities  as 
a  master  organist  and  his  exemplary  musical 
talents  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  music 
of  our  Synagogue.  He  has  composed  many 
prayer  settings  for  the  liturgy,  including  a 
suite  of  pieces  that  was  performed  at  the 
4 1st  Annual  Friday  Evening  Liturgical  Mu¬ 
sic  Service  in  December  of  1984.  Neil  has 
had  wonderful  working  partnerships  with 
both  Cantors  Putterman  and  Lefkowitz. 
More  recently,  Neil,  along  with  the  Cantors, 
has  been  instrumental  in  the  success  of  the 
Congregational  Singers,  a  group  that  was 
formed  in  the  winter  of  2000.  Their  debut 
performance  was  at  “The  Spring  Musicale: 
Let  Pesach  Sing!”  on  April  16  of  that  year. 
He  is  most  gracious  when  rehearsing  with 
this  group  that  is  comprised  mostly  of  non¬ 
professional  singers. 

Abraham  Kaplan  was  the  choral  direc¬ 
tor  at  P.A.S.  from  1968-1999.  In  the  first 
few  years  after  he  came  to  New  York  from 
his  native  Israel,  he  became  one  of  the 
most  sought-after  and  active  young  con¬ 
ductors  on  the  musical  scene.  An  article 
in  the  P.A.S.  Bulletin  dated  May  4,  1976 
stated  that  Abraham  Kaplan  is  hailed  as  a 
“dynamic  young  conductor”  and  cited  for 
his  “dramatic  intensity,  taut  but  expressive 
leadership  and  command  of  the  music.”  He 
is  a  distinguished  international  director  and 
composer. 
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Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  joined  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  1976  and  has  further 
enhanced  the  level  of  music  at  P.A.S.  His 
interest  in  preserving  the  musical  treasures 
of  the  great  synagogues  and  composers  of 
Europe  has  led  him  to  research,  discover, 
and  give  new  life  to  works  which  had 
been  abandoned  for  generations.  Since 
July  of  1978,  he  has  been  responsible  for 
cataloguing  the  unpublished  manuscripts 
of  Composer  David  Nowakowsky  and 
the  archives  of  Cantor  David  Putterman. 
Cantor  Lefkowitz  also  initiated  the  An¬ 
nual  Shabbat  Morning  Services  of  Classical 
Liturgical  Music  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
that  are  modeled  after  the  choral  services  of 
the  great  traditional  synagogues  in  Eastern 
Europe.  He  has  attempted  to  balance  the 
American  sounds  of  contemporary  com¬ 
missioned  new  pieces  with  an  appreciation 
for  unknown  or  forgotten  music  by  cantors 
and  composers  from  previous  centuries.  In 
1992  under  Cantor  Lefkowitz’s  leadership, 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  celebrated  its  50th 
Anniversary  Concert  of  New  Liturgical 
Music.  In  2001  at  a  gala  dinner  dance,  the 
Synagogue  community  honored  him  for  25 
years  of  outstanding  service  and  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  congregation.  Cantor  Lefkowitz’s 
own  outstanding  musical  abilities  have  led 
him  to  compose  and  arrange  many  beauti¬ 
ful  works  for  us.  He  is  most  admired  for  his 
musical  talent  and  passion  in  creating  music 
for  our  Synagogue. 

Cantor  Nancy  Abramson  became  part 
of  the  P.A.S.  family  in  1997.  From  her  vast 
experience  and  expertise,  she  has  contribut¬ 
ed  greatly  to  our  music  education  programs 
and  choral  performances.  Her  kind  and 
welcoming  personality  puts  congregants  of 
all  ages  at  ease  and  further  helps  to  make 
her  a  great  asset  to  our  community.  She  has 
taught  and  encouraged  many  congregants 
and  teens  to  participate  in  the  liturgy 
by  chanting  Torah  and  Haftarah  in  the 
Sanctuary,  Havurah  and  Junior  Congrega¬ 
tion  services.  She  also  created  the  Shabbat 


Evening  Rinah  U’Tefilah  (Song  and  Prayer) 
service  and  helped  to  revive  the  Annual 
Musicale  Concert.  Cantor  Abramson  was 
the  first  woman  member  of  the  prestigious 
governing  body  of  the  Cantors  Assembly. 

She  was  elected  as  its  Secretary  in  2003.  In 
2005,  she  was  elected  Treasurer.  In  May 
2007,  she  was  elected  its  Vice  President  of 
Administration.  Upon  being  honored  at  the 
Synagogue’s  Gala  held  on  March  4,  2006, 
Cantor  Abramson  said:  “I’ve  loved  every 
day  I  have  been  with  P.A.S.  because  I  am

able  to  express  my  musical  spirit  and  soul  in 
everything  I  do.” 

As  a  world-stage  for  Conservative  Jewish 
Music,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  hosted  a 
gala  Concert  Maariv  Service  and  banquet 
on  June  10,1 998,  in  honor  of  the  50th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  Cantors  Assembly.  Cantor 
Lefkowitz,  Cantor  Abramson  and  a  special 
P.A.S.  Youth  Ensemble  participated  in  this 
concert  that  was  televised  by  ABC-TV  in 
conjunction  with  The  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary.  Also  in  1998,  P.A.S.  celebrated 
Israel’s  50th  birthday  with  a  special  concert 
and  birthday  party,  followed  by  a  historic 
week  of  Jewish  music.  On  December  5, 
2004,  P.A.S.  hosted  “Spirit  of  Israel:  Voices 


of  the  Conservative  Movement,”  a  con¬ 
cert  produced  by  Cantors  Lefkowitz  and 
Cantor  Abramson  jointly  with  the  United 
Synagogue  of  Conservative  Judaism  and 
the  Cantors  Assembly.  In  2005,  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  60th  anniversary  of  the 
end  of  World  War  II  and  the  birth  of  the 
State  of  Israel,  P.A.S.  singers  and  musicians 
performed  the  New  York  premiere  of  a  new 
oratorio,  “Like  Smoke  in  the  Wind.” 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  so  blessed  to 
have  the  myriad  talents  of  Cantor  Lefkow¬ 
itz,  Cantor  Abramson,  Neil  Robinson  and 
our  gifted  music  teachers.  The  beautiful 
music  they  create  enhances  our  services 
and  programs,  making  them  so  much  more 
pleasurable  to  experience.  The  brilliant 
organ  and  choral  collaborations  of  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  and  Neil  Robinson  have  brought 
great  spiritual  and  aesthetic  inspiration  to 
worship  services  at  the  Synagogue,  and  have 
contributed  enormously  to  the  congrega¬ 
tion’s  prestige  and  reputation  for  music 
leadership.  Cantor  Lefkowitz  continues  to 
foster  and  develop  the  musical  legacies  of 
the  Jewish  people.  When  he  was  honored 
at  the  Synagogue’s  2006  gala,  he  said  that: 
“Music  is  the  spiritual  access  point  to  the 
soul  of  worshippers. .  .My  goal  is  to  instill  a 
realization  of  the  vast  role  music  has  played 
in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  Jews.”  Together, 
Cantor  Nancy  Abramson  and  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  share  in  Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s 
cantorial  vision  for  the  future.

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B'nai  Mitzvah  Program

Last  year  we  had  a  B'nai  Mitzvah  program  that  was  designed  as  a  series  of  family  learning  programs  for  Sixth  Graders  and 

their  parents.  Through  a  series  of  five  two-hour  sessions,  families  explored  the  issues  that  surround  the  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah 
experience  and  expanded  their  definition  of  what  a  Bar  or  Bat  Mitzvah  can  be  about.  These  sessions  took  place  at  different 
times  throughout  the  Jewish  year — on  Shabbat  afternoon  around  Havdalah,  on  Sunday  after  minyan,  on  Rosh  Chodesh,  etc., 
in  order  to  expose  students  to  many  different  components  of  Jewish  life  that  can  contribute  to  their  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah  experience.  The 
program  was  a  huge  success,  so  we  have  extended  it  to  the  Seventh  Grade.  Each  year  will  build  on  the  one  before,  but  will  be  independent 
enough  to  allow  for  families  to  participate  without  being  lost.  Attendance  at  three  sessions  will  be  mandatory  for  any  family  in  the 
Seventh  Grade.  At  least  one  parent  will  be  required  to  attend,  but  the  attendance  of  both  parents  (if  applicable  in  that  family  situation)  is 
recommended  and  strongly  encouraged.

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The  curriculum  is  based  on  Mishnah  Pirkei  Avot  1:2 — On  three  things  the  world  rests,  on  Torah,  on  Prayer  and  on  Acts  of  Loving  Kindness. 

In  Sixth  Grade,  the  students  explored  Avodah,  or  prayer  and  ritual,  which  included: 

•  the  how-tos  of  B’nai  Mitzvah,  such  as  minyan  and  t’fillin 
■  what  it  means  to  lead  a  community  in  prayer 
•  how  prayer  and  performance  are  different 
•  how  ritual  and  community  work  together 

•  the  meaning  of  being  a  counted  member  of  the  Jewish  community 
•  personal  prayer 
•  personal  ritual 

In  Seventh  Grade,  students  will  approach  G’milut  Chasadim — acts  of  loving  kindness.  Topics  to  be  explored  will  include: 

•  helping  others  as  a  Jewish  value 

•  what  it  means  to  be  a  responsible  member  of  both  the  Jewish  and  general  community 
•  deciding  which  community  needs  to  service 
•  choosing  a  community  service  project 

I’m  sure  this  program  will  benefit  parents  and  students  alike.  The  first  session  is  scheduled  to  take  place  on  October  25.

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich,  who  was  the 
rabbi  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for 
30  years,  retiring  from  the  pulpit  in 
1987,  passed  away  on  August  26  at  the 
age  of  95.  He  was  highly  esteemed 
throughout  the  world  and  loved  and 
respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  His 
name  and  memory  will  live  on  in  our 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  High  School  and 
in  our  communal  heritage. 

Rabbi  Nadich  was  a  leader  of  Conservative 
Judaism  whose  influence  was  broad.  As 
a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  Army  during 
World  War  II,  he  was  the  first,  and  then 
the  senior,  Jewish  chaplain  in  Europe. 
Significantly,  he  served  as  General  Dwight 
D.  Eisenhower’s  adviser  on  Jewish  affairs 
and  reported  to  him  on  the  conditions 
of  the  camps,  His  work  was  critical  in 
influencing  General  Eisenhower  and  in 
helping  to  improve  survivors’  conditions  in 
the  camps  and  afterward.  He  accompanied 
David  Ben  Gurion  on  a  trip  to  the  camps 
and  helped  survivors  to  be  relocated  to 
Palestine.. 

Judah  Nadich  was  born  in  Baltimore  in 
Baltimore  on  May  13,  1912,  to  Isaac  and 
Lena  Nathanson  Nadich,  who  emigrated 
from  Russia  in  the  early  1900s  and  owned 
a  neighborhood  grocery  store.  He  went 
to  New  York  City  at  the  age  of  14,  and 
worked  his  way  through  City  College, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1932.  In 
1 936  he  was  ordained  at  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  and  earned  a 
masters  degree  in  history  from  Columbia 
University.  He  led  congregations  in  Buffalo 
and  Chicago,  then  enlisted  in  the  Army  as 
a  chaplain  in  1942.  In  1947,  Rabbi  Nadich 
married  Martha  Hadassah  Ribalow,  who 
survives  him.  They  had  three 


daughters,  Leah  Meir;  Shira  Levin, 
and  Nahma  Meira  Nadich,  and  eight 
grandchildren. 

The  Nadich  home  was  a  warm  gathering 
place  lor  family,  congregants,  clergy, 
visitors,  and  important  members  of  the 
Jewish  world.  Mrs.  Nadich  cooked  and 
baked,  then  served  Shabbat  dinners  and 
lunches,  often  to  fascinating  mixed  groups. 
She  was  the  first  (and  sometimes  critical) 
audience  for  his  sermons.  Rabbi  Nadich 
was  one  of  the  first  Conservative  rabbis  to 
include  women  in  the  minyan  and  to  be 
called  to  the  Torah  (in  1961).  In  1974,  as 
president  of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly,  he 
proposed  the  ordination  of  women;  eleven 
years  later,  in  1985,  the  JTS  ordained  its 
first  woman  rabbi. 

Rabbi  Nadich  was  an  advocate  for  freedom 
and  for  the  rights  of  all  people  and  was  a 
leader  in  the  civil  rights  movement. 

As  well  as  a  beloved  leader  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  Rabbi  Nadich  was  a  strong  and 
influential  force  for  living  Jewish  values  on 
a  national  scale. 

He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all  who  knew 
him.
